tained from attorneys connected 
with the case, 

Mr, Candler is in New York and 
will not return to Atlanta for two 
weeks. His attorney, Judge Arthur 
G. Powell, declared that the action 
of the trustees in voting the divi- 
dend, as far as he knew, would 
have no effect on the suit. 

Because of the failure of the com- 
pany to declare this dividend in 
July, the present litigation was pre- 
cipitated. In the suit filed by Mr. 
Candler it was contended that the 
members of the voting trust, W. C. 
Bradley, of Columbus; Ernest W ood- 
ruff, of Atlanta, and E. W. Stetson, 
of New York, were not managing 
the company for the best interest 
of the stockholders. The injunc- 
tion suit was filed in Columbus re- 
cently in which Mr. Candler asked 
that the three members of the voting 
trust be restrained from voting any 
stock except that owned by them 
personally. A temporary injunction 
was granted. 

At a hearing of the case last week, 
however, on the question of making 
the injunction permanent. Judge 
Malcolm D. Jones sustained a de- 
murrer of the Coca-Cola company 
to the effect that a Georgia court 
has no jurisdiction over the affairs 
of a corporation chartered in Dela- 
ware. Attorneys representing Mr. 
Candler appealed the case to the su- 
preme court.

Although evidence was given 
tending to show that B. K. Shock- 
ley, a county employee @Wiving near 
Bellwood, severely beat with a 
leather strap his crippled son-in- 
law, Roy P. Robinscn, just before 
the latter died Mon:ilay the coro- 
ner’s jury which held an inquest 
over the body Wednesday decided 
this was not sufficient to have 
caused death and returned a ver- 
dict that Robinson died from ef-.

GEORGIA 1S LEADING 
SMALL FARM STATE 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel, 


Washington, August 24.—(Special 
by Constitution Leased Wire.)—lIn- 
teresting figures on the number of 
tarms und their sizes in the state 
of Georgia and throughout the 
United states were announced today 
by the bureau of census of the de- 
partment of commerce. The report 
contains preliminary figures from 
the 1920 census of agriculture with 
comparative figures for 1910. 

Out of 6,448,366 farms in 
United States on January 1, 
Georgia stood second in all. 
states of the union with a tota] of 
310,732, which place was also held 
in 1910 with 291,037 farms. Texas 
with slightly over 400,000 taking the 
lead in both periods. 

Under the classification of the 
census report, farms are divided 
into those of 20 acres, 20 to 49 
50 to 99 acres, 100 to 174 
acres, 175 to 499 acres, and 500 acres 
and over. 

Fewer Big Farms 


In the first division of 20-acre 
farms, the state showed a falling 
off during the ten-year period be- 
tween the two census of approxi- 
mately 3,000 having 26,969 of that 
size in 1920, as was also the case 
in farms of larger sizes, from 100 
acres and up. Sizes of 100 to 174 
acres fell off during the period 
from 42,275., in 1910, to 41,183 in 
1920; for 175 to 499 acres from 
27,710, in 1910, to 22,753 fh 1920, 
and in farms of 500 acres and over 
from 5,471, in’ 1910, to 4,244 in 1920. 

The gain in numbers of 
farms of the state was 
the medium size farms of 20 to 49 
acres, which showed an _ increase 
with 134,471 for 1920 against 117,- 
432 in 1910; and those of 50 to 99 
acres, which show 81,112 farms of 
this ty in 1920 against 68,510 


in 910. 

The 796,534 farms of ‘the United 
States under 20 acres as reported 
for 1926, comprised 20,350 farms un- 
der 3 acres in size, 268,422 farms 
from 3 to 9 acres, and 607,762 from 
10 to 19 acres. A tract of land con- 
taining les sthan 3 acres was clas- 
sified as a farm if it produced at 
least $250 worth of farm products 
in the year 1919 or 1920 or if it 
required for its agriculture produc- 
tion the continuoug services of at 
least one person. 

More than six-tenths of the farms 
under 20 acres in size are in the 
southern states, es North 
Carolina, wma / > South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, irginia showing 
the largest number in this classifi- 
cation. 

Leads in Small Farms. 


Of the farms of 20 to 49 acres, 
likewise, a very large percentage 
(71.2 per cent in 1920) @re found in 
the southern states. In this class 
Georgia, with the number mentioned, 
leads all other states by several 
thousand, showing an activity and 
interest in the one and two-horse 
Plow sizes. 

More than 45 per cent of all farms 
in the United States are between 
50 and 174 acreg in size. 
1910 and 1920 there was an increase 
of 2.6 per cent in the number of 
farms of 50 to $9 acres and a de- 
crease of 4.4 per cent in the num- 
ber of farme of 100 to 174 acres, 
which also shows an activity on be- 
half of the American farmer to get 
away from the large seized farms. 

In the group of what might be 
considered large farms were Tud- 
ed tn 1920, 530.795 farms of 175 to 
259 acres. 475.692 farms of 260 to 499 
of 500 to 999 acres.

Americans have taken the motor 
traffic question in hand, and while, 
owing to the immense number of 
cars there are a g00d many acci- 
dents, my impression is that, car 
for car, our accidents must be four 
or five times as many.

BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Macon, Ga., August 24.—(Special.) 
The creation of a budget committee 
to administer the financial prob- 
lems of the state, and a board of 
control to direct the workings of 
the state schools and colleges, was 
the plea made by George M. Cars- 
well, legislator from Irwinton, Wil- 
kinson county, speaking before the 
Macon Rotary club today. é' 
_ The speaker outlined the finan- 
cial probiems of the state, and de- 
clared that the only thing that 
could save the situation was a busi- 
ness administration headed by a 
business-like governor. He stated 
that the legislature by far exceeded 
the income of the state this year 
in its appropriations, and that leg- 
islatures in the future would con- 
tinue to do so until a budget -sys- 
tem is instituted. ’ : 

He explained that Georgia was 
one of the few states in which there 
was a law prohibiting a tax levy of 
over 5 mills on property. If the 
legislature levied the ‘entire 5 mills, 
it would leave a deficiency of 
$1,000,000, he said. : 

“The public schools receive one- 
half of every dollar raised in Geor- 
gia, Mr. Carswell said. “Then 
Georgia has gone wild on pensions. 
Two and a half million dollars an- 
nually go to pensioners. To keep 
up the pension anpropriation coste 
more than it did to keep Lee’s en- 
tire army in the field.” 

Mr. Carswell said that every leg- 
islature would continue to appro- 
priate more than the state had com- 
ing in before such schools as Tech, 
University of Georgia, G. N. & 1. C. 
and State Normal should close their 
doors Tech with 3,000 students re- 
ceived an appropriation of $112,000 
and Georgia $90,000, he eaid. 

Georgia is overridden with true- 
tees, Mr. Carswell declared. ‘There 
are 300 trustees in Georgia and the 
trustees of every insitution are 
fighting those of other institutions 
and yet the schocls belong to the 
Same system. There are Tech and 
Georgia in the same eystem, sup- 
ported from the same pocketbook, 
and yet refuse to play football 
games together.” 

The speaker pointed out that one 
state schoo] would take a teacher 
from another school by offering him 
a higher salary. He asserted that 
there was no co-operation, and that 
until the schools were governed by 
a board of control, the system would 
never succeed.

were made, the railroads be re- 
quired to abandon the “inefficiency 
of labor” claims, amounting, he es- 
timated, at about $500,000,000. 
Aadditoinal Loans. 

“IT suppose you realize that In ad- 
dition to the $1,144,000,000 the rail- 
roads owe the government for ‘ad- 
ditions and betterments,’ they have 
received additional loans under the 
Esch-Cummins bill of about $300,- 
000,000, making a total of $1,444,- 
000,000," Mr, McAdoo’s letter said. 
“Stripped of confusing non-es- 
sentials, what is now proposed is 
that the government shall wait ten 
years for $763,000,000 the railroads 
owe it for betterments and improve- 
ments,.and pay immediately $500,- 
000,000 to the railroads on account 
of claims for alleged under-main- 
tenance, etc., taking from the 180 
or more railroads involved with 
their varying degrees of financial 
responsibility, such securities as 
they may be able to provide; securi- 
ties which in many instances may 
not be adequate to protect the gov- 
ernment against loss. 

“This is not a question of ‘legal 
and moral obligations’ on the part 
of the United States to lend the 
railroads $500,000,000 more for ten 
years. It is a question of policy 
and should be considered from that 
standpoint only, For the adoption 
of such a policy the administration 
must, of course, take the responsi- 
bility, but it should be candid about 
it. The public mind should not be 
confused by juggling of figures, 
manipulation of accounts or securi- 


ties or movesn mental agencies.” 
Must Be Rescued. 

Senator Stanley, in presenting 
the letter, declared the railroad bill 
would “lick up the last dollar made 
available to the war finance cor- 
poration in thirty days.” ; 

“If the transportation facilities of 
the country have collapsed,” he 
said,. “it matters not whether the 
folly or the fault may be attribu- 
table to the railroads or to the gov- 
ernment, commerce must move and 
if the rates are now all] the traffic 
will bear, then the government must 
come to the rescue. 

“If the commercial life of the 
country demands it, a people, pa- 
tient and tax-burdened must stand 
for a still further drain upon the 
public treasury, notwithstanding 
the fact that within the last few 
years the government has devoted 
nearly a billion and a half of money 
t» the support and maintenance of 
the collapsing credit of the carriers 
of the country.” 

Asserting that the bill was “doub- 
iy objectionable,” Senator Stanley 
added: “I protest both against the 
subject matter and the methods em- 
ployed to force this thing through 
congress and to compel the senate 
to accept this thing, ‘sight unseen,’ 
upon the o. k. of the president of 
the United States and of a few pow- 
erful appointees, who alone seem to 
understand his purposes and to have 
his confidence. 

“T assert here and now, that this 
bill proposes to fund a debt of hun- 
dreds of millions which does not 
exist, which is not due, and which 
cannot be paid in this way without 
a fraud upon the government and 
an intolerable burden upon the tax- 
payers.” 


Minority Report. 


A minority report on the admin- 
istration’e funding bill was submit- 
ted to the senate today signed by 
Senators La Follette, republican, 
Wisconsin; Stanley, democrat, Ken- 
tucky, and Pittman, democrat, Ne- 
vada. 

It asserted the bill “far from tak- 
ing the*rovernment out of business 
will Inevitably involve it in the most 
speculative business in the world— 
the marketing of corporate securi- 
ties,”” and said the government “will 
almost certainly lose hundreds of 
millions of dollars in the proposed 
transactions,” as it will acquire the 
securities at from “$10 to $20 per 
One hundred above their present 
market value.” 

The minority report declared the 
corporation would “become a domi- 
nant influence on the stock ex- 
ehange through its power to with- 
hold or throw upon the market hun- 
drede of millions of dollars of se- 
curities.” 

By offsetting the claims of the 
railroads against their indebtedness 
*™ the government, it added, “this 
entire question can be settled with- 
out infuring an- carrier and without 
the payment of a single dollar from 
the treasury or the marketing of 
a single security.”

She spoke de- 
liberately. 

The witness recounted what she 
termed her “troubles’’ because of 
uniting with the Catholic faith.

WEEVIL CONTINUES

August 24.—With 
temperatures above normal in all 
parts of the belt, cotton failed to 
show any general improvement dur- 
ing the past week, The Weekly Na- 
tional Weather and Crop Bulletin 
said today. 

Weevil continued to 
crop’s progress, decreasing only 
slightly in Texas, while in South 
Carolina, where the condition of the 
plants was reported excellent, the 
pest prevented fruiting. 

Because of the heat and drought, 
cotton deteriorated in most of Texas 
and Oklahoma, according to reports, 
and the plants made slow growth 
and development in most central and 
eastern districts. In Tennessee, 
northeastern Arkansas and southern 
South Carolina, development ranged 
from fair to very good and the 
plants were reported shedding badly 
in Oklahoma, Texas and parts of 
Arkansas. 

The bolls were said to be open- 
ing rapidly in the southern and 
western portions of the belt and 
rematurely in many sections. Pick- 
ng was in progress during the week 
in Texas under ideal conditions. 

The general condition of the crop, 
the report stated, is mostly poor 
to fair with only a few places that 
may be classed as very good. 

With sufficient moisture for the 
proper development of corn, the crop 
made good progress from the cen- 
tral Mississippi valley eastward, 
Cutting and fodder pulling was gen- 
eral in the south. 

The harvesting of rice continued 
under favorable conditions in east- 
ern Texas and Louisiana. Tobacco 
also was being harvested in Tennes- 
See and the middle Atlantic coast 
districts. 

Satisfaction was reported for cit- 
rus fruits in Florida, although rain 
is needed there.

BODIES OF WAR DEAD 
BARELY SAVED IN FRE 


Hoboken, N. J., August 24.—Two 
great steamship piers on the Hobo- 
ken front of the Hudson river were 
burned to the water’s edge Wed- 
nesday evening and 400 bodies of 
American soldiers Just repatriated 
from cemeteries in France were 
Saved only by heroic work of fire- 
men, troops, stevecores and Amer- 
ican Legion men. 

The steamship Leviathan, the sec- 
ond largest afloat, which has been | 
tied up at Pier No. 4, Hoboken, was 
badly scorched, but two fireboats 
ran alongside her, placing them- 
selves between the huge transport 
and flaming pier No. 5, and played 
constant streams of water to keep 
her cooled. Piers Nos. 5 and 6 
were destroyed. 

Colonel Robert M. Watson, vice 
chairman of the New York county 
chapter of the American Legion, 
seeing the flames from his home 
several miles away, hurried to Ho- 
boken and superintended the remov- 
al of the bodies of his dead soldier 
comrades from Pier No. 5 to Plier 
No. 4, which is fireproof. The 
barracks near the burned piers, 
occupied by a large detachment of 
the Thirteenth United States infan- 
try. caught fire and seemed to be 
doomed. Captain Ed Wilbur, of 
the Thirteenth infantry, command- 
ed a detachment of 150 men assist- 
ing New York and Hoboken fire- 
men. :
